BULLER’S STRENGTH. 


T h e W i t Office Bays Ile lie s A b ou t T h lr- 
t y - F t v e T h on* a md M en . 
London, Jan. 19.- Military circles in 
affiliation with the war office consider 
that the expected battle, along the wide 
arch south arid west df Ladysmith, can 
hardly lie delayed beyond a day.

Durban it is reported that fighting has 
already begun. 
General Buffer’s foi res,engaged In the 
flanking operations across the Tugela, 
are some 16.000, 14,000 bayonets, 1200 
horses and 40 guns. 
The disposition of 
his other 15,000 or 20,000 men is not 
known, although the assumption is that 
the whole army wil lie in action when 
♦ho hour for combined movement ar­ 
rives. 
Three weeks ago General Buffer had 
SO,OOO men. 
Considerable reinforce­ 
ments have since reached him, giving 
him probably 95,000 men and NO guns 
all told. 
Estimates of how man} men and guns 
the Boers have to oppose him are mere 
gnus* work. 
In not replying to General 
Lytton’s • hal'a, they are using the tac­ 
tics that proved so successful in the 
battles of Magersfonteln and ColeHflo - 
lying low in the trenches and thus hop­ 
ing to conceal their precise position 
until the infantry advances. 
The Daily Chronicle's military expert 
sees a curious analogy between Gen. 
Buffer's situation now and the eve of 
Magersfontein. Now, as then, the Boers 
are making a stand with their backs to 
investing lines within a few mile*. 
As 
Lord Methuen, after crossing Mo Ider 
river, had to attack Spytfontein and 
Magersfontein hills, so General Buller, 
after passing the Tugela, faces invisible 
entrenchments in a rough country. 
One correspondent mentions General 
Buffer’s wheeled transport of SOOD vehi­ 
cles. which connects him with the rail 
head, about 3U miles to the rear. Among 
these vehicles are 30 traction engines 
which draw from IO to IS wagons each. 
General Buffer’s warning as to the 
misuse of the white flag by the Boers in 
his pronunciamento to the troops is con­ 
sidered a rather broad hint to give no 
quarter. 
His phrase “ there will be no 
turning back,’’ is passed upon editorial­ 
ly by the morning papers as presaging 
cheerful announcements. 
The absorbing interest felt in the sit­ 
uation at Natal and other points in the 
theater of war seem miscroscopic. Lord 
Methuen lies behind his works at Mod­ 
eler river. It is estimated that his forces 
will have to be nearly or quite doubled 
before he can relieve Kimberley. 
British reinforcements are moving 
toward General French at Rensberg. 
With these he is expected to advance. 
General Gatacre’s men occupy Lopes- 
burg. a slight advance. 
The war office announces that next 
week will be embarked 72 guns, R710 
men and 2710 horses. 
This is the larg­ 
est consignment of artillery ever sent 
abroad. 
The British losses in killed, wounded 
and captured up to date are 7987 officers 
and men.
